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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).Dahung in view of Bundrick discloses all the claimed limitations except for concurrent main and pilot injections. The 
Gonzalez reference is relied in its teaching of concurrent main and pilot injection timing to cure the deficiency (see column 2, line 67 to 
column 3, line 3). Gonzalez teaches the motivation for implementing concurrent or staged injections depending on application 
parameters (see column 2, line 67 to column 3, line 3). The use of double fuel injections are equally germaine to both spark ignition and 
compression ignition engines. Claim 9 is "previously amended" and not "currently amended" as shown in the amendement. 
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
